Called Victor Zafra, Bureau of the Budget, 


for a status report on S. 782. Zafra said they had no problem with our 
proposed report, but wanted us to wait before sending it to Chairman 
Henderson until the BOB has cleared the reports of other departments and 
agencies. He said there is a question of possible threat of Presidential 
veto if certain language changes are not made, in which case BOB would 
want to give us more specific guidance than "no objection. " In response 
to my query Zafra said that the Civil Service Commission has serious 
problems with the bill, especially sections 4 and 5 (dealing with recourse 
to the courts and appeal boards procedures). He said this, coupled with 
the desirability of a CIA/NSA exemption might be sufficient to warrant 
consideration of the veto.

TU -95 flights to Cuba and told him that the monitoring or radar coverage 
of such flights is an operational military responsibility of NORAD. 

Although this response did not satisfy him completely, no further action 
on this matter is expected from us. (See Journal item of 12 June 1970. ) 

I also discussed S. 782 with Mr. Slatinshek and alerted him to 
the possibility of a request for a letter from the Chairman to the 
Subcommittee on Manpower and Civil Service, House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee about the bill. I told him that we would draft 
a suggested letter for him along the lines of the Rivers to Henderson 
letter of 18 June 1968. 

We discussed the Agency retirement legislation at some length. 

He does not feel that our bill has much of a chance of getting through 
both houses this year. Although he sees no problem as such in getting it 
through House Armed Services C ommittee and the House of Representatives, 
he pointed out that the Senate Armed Services Committee at present 
has some 38 House-passed bills, including the procurement and construction 
bills, that have not been acted upon. With this kind of backlog in the 
Senate Committee, he feels that our chances in the Senate are not too good 
for this session. 
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
